The prime problem is the 
20% increase in taxes this 
year, The increases due to 
the school boards, 5 mills, 
the province with the foun- 
dation plan, 2 mills and 
the other boards, 1 mill, 
council could not do any- 
thing about, However beyond 
the 70 mill level council is 
responsible, I disagreed

earlier price levels, back 
into the market, Top grade 
Canadian wheat is now sell- 
ing for 22¢ bu, less than 
five months ago, and 2 1/2¢ 
bu, below the world mini- 
mum price agreed during the

AMALGAMATION, 


Dear Sir: 

At long last the question 
of amalgamation with the 
City of Edmonton is out in 
the open where it can be 
properly discussed, I be~ 
lieve there is a growing in- 
terest inthis most important 
issue, 

The issue is, however, of 
far wider significance than 
that of the rapidly increas- 
ing tax burden borne by our 
citizens, important as this 
is, It concerns greater mat- 
ters than questions of aut- 
onomy over education, rec- 
reational and essential 
services, closing by-laws 
and the like, For though it 
concerns us as a commun- 
ity, it actually focuses att- 
ention upon the issue of met- 
ropolitan development in Al- 
berta as a whole, Con 
sequently, we may hope that 
it may stimulate the govern- 
ment to consider carefully 
the effect of it’s own pol- 
icies, It will raise an issue 
with the City of Edmonton, 
Is amalgamation pure and 
simple the solution? It 
should draw the attention of 
the public once more to the 
position of the County of 
Strathcona, which has so 
far escaped it’s proper fin- 
ancial responsibilities with 
respect to the metropolitan 
area, 

For my own part, I hope 
the citizens will take a liv- 
ely Interest in the debate, 
We are inseparably a part 
of a metropolitan areawhich 
must, tf it is to develop in 
an orderly way, have an up~ 
to-date mode of government, 
The whole concept of munt- 
cipal boundaries tn a met- 
ropolitan area comes from 
the days of the horse and 
buggy and should have died 
with it, Furthermore, amal- 
gamation settles nothing, It 
is only a temporary adjust- 
ment, not a solution, What 
is needed is an orderly plan 
for the growth and develop- 
ment of greater Edmonton 
with the necessary adminis- 
trative authority to ensure 
that regional matters come 
under regional control and 
that local autonomy ts pre- 
served over those purely 
local decisions where it can 
best serve the citizens, Giv- 
en this, we may expect that 
taxes in the region(Greater 
Edmonton) may be levied 
equitably and justly spent 
for the benefit of all the 
citizens of the region, 

G, B, Dawkins, 
St. Albert. 
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been asked on several occa- 
sions to run for council, this 
time it was not such a pro- 
blem to make up his mind, 
He had never served on

Mr, Bakker opened his 
remarks with the statement 
that it was a risky job to 
draw up a platform, His last 
platform called for the Unti- 
versity here, an AGT build- 
ing, also aresearch building 
here, It called for changes 
in recreation and he had 
tried to hold the mill rate 
at 70 and 1/2 mills, all 
were unsuccessful so he now 
asked for the citizens votes 
so he could succeed insome 
thing, Seriously, Mr, Bakker 
went on to explain, that for 
every $1,00 paid to St, Alb- 
ert 42¢ is under their con- 
trol, [If throwing tomatoes 
he said only throw 42% as 
others should get the other 
58%, He questioned why it 
was all wanted to compare 
St, Albert to Edmonton in- 
stead of to Lac La Biche 
with a mill rate of 75 or 
Valleyview with one of 76, 
Edmonton has 19,4 mills 
coming in from utility and 
other benefits and when this 
js added to their 52 mills 
they do not look that good 
either, he said, St, Albert 
does not have profitable ut- 
ilities, there is only one 
source of money--property 
owners, 

The people are more con- 
cerned with the value they 
receive than the amount they 
are paying, Mr, Bakker said 
He mentioned the dedicated 
staff at town hall who will 
have the tax notices out on 
Oct, 11, one week before 
elections which may assure 
any one now on council will 
not get elected, He said he 
was in favor of debentures 
for facilities providing any

of three things were to take 
place, First if amalgama- 
tion comes then Edmonton 
will have to pay off the 
debenture, Second ifSt, Alb- 
ert continues to grow then 
there will be more people 
to pay for them, Thirdly if 
the dollar value declines 
then we will be paying off 
the debt in dollars, that are 
worth less than what we 
used to build the facility, 

Mentioning the arena he 
said if the debenture by- 
law is defeated on Oct, 18 
then there will be no arena 
Without this facility for teen 
agers costs in policingthem 
with nothing to do could 
mount considerably, As the 
growth of student population 
will continue to rise and 
there is very little more 
room left at the University, 
St, Albert should prepare a 
new brief and be ready for 
the time the government will 
find the money to go ahead 
with the fourth university, 
St, Albert is looking for the 
government to give them 
grants for exempt proper- 
ties as those owning them 
are offering a service to 
the province, Mr, Bakker 
said in closing, 
DICK WHEATLEY 

On rising Mr, Wheatley 
said he was reminded of the 
saying that death and taxes 
are inevidable and he hoped 
that taxes would not be the 
death of this council, He 
stated he did not disagree 
with what others had said 
but drew to the attention 
of his audience that the 
foundation program does 
make allowances for towns 
like St, Albert as grants 
are made on a per pupil 
basis, For every dollar put 
into the program by Edmon- 
ton they get two back, St, 
Albert gets three back on 
every dollar spent, enabling 
them to have a very good 
school system, 

Lack of utility profits is 
a big factor here, Mr, 
Wheatley said, St, Albert has 
water that loses money and 
the two money making facil- 
ities, gas and electricity are 
privately owned, Planners of 
the New Town of St, Albert 
should have realized the lack 
of these utilities that pay 
would create a problem, St, 
Albert is made up of aver- 
age and low cost homes with 
only 7% commercial asses- 
sment while Edmonton has 
40% commercial so it Is 
difficult to compare St, Alb- 
ert with Edmonton, espec- 
fally as Edmonton has one 
of the lowest city mill rates 
in Canada, The special pro- 
blems here must be recog~ 
nized by the provincial 
government who must find 
a formula for us to get a 
fair share for educating the 
children of those who are 
contributing to Edmonton’s 
growth, This ts a special 
problem and the government

Timing of the arena was

Psychiatry, A Science 


The outworn phrase ‘‘Get 
your head tested’’ may be- 
come fashionable again as 
psychiatry grows up, The 
problem up to now has been 
that mental disorders can’t 
be precisely defined so that 
diagnosis is often inexact

Not Slow Traffic 


Provincial Coroner Max 
Cantor charged the Edmon-
